finished with the interpretation of one 
character than I am immediately pos- 
sessed of a passion to start work on 
another. Fist Gilda, Rosine, Lucia, and 
the brittle coloratura school enthralled 
me. Then it was Mimi in ‘‘ La Bohéme.”’ 
Again it was ‘‘ Madam Butterfly.”” And 
now, this year, it is ‘‘Coq d'Or,” by 
Rimsky Korsakoff, that musi¢-maker who 
is, perhaps, the most distinctly Slavic of 
that group to whom we are indebted for 
the inception of the national school of 
music of Russia. 


There is a role: 
length, but never was there a better spent 
half-hour.. In that brief thirty minutes the 
singer is confronted with every vocal diffi- 
culty that was ever invented by a composer 
in a retaliatory mood; trills, long-held high 
tones, very low tones, treacherous intervals— 
the last. roplado in the Hymn to the Sun has 
intervals that are simply fiendish—staccati, 
sostenuti, augmented sevenths, 
seconds, and all the jumps that harmony 
books tell you are unsingable,; A well-spent 
half-hour, indeed ! 


The First Step. 


In working out. the réle of the queen, the 
fist thine I did was to read the libretto 
gid ‘Ris was not for the dramatic con- 
fent, out Ser the phrasing. The natural in- 
fection, the lift or drop of the voice on cer- 
tain words, the normal pauses of the speak- 
ing voice in reading Coq d’Or, are exactly the 
same as those u b 
singing it. Rimsky Korsakoff’s music is so 
wedded to the words of the book that his 
delightful recitatives could be spoken almost 
as well as sung. 

The text is rather senseless and wholly 
fantastic, and the music, in its weird wild- 
ness, fits it perfectly. Incidentally, there is 
a certain cruel. humour in this satire that is 
so unlike the spirit of Pushkin’s —on 
which the libretto was based by V. Bielsky— 
or the usual Russian humour that the astute 
have pointed out that M. Bielsky must have 
taken George Bernard Shaw. whose works 
are so much read in Russia, rather to heart. 

My next step, after reciting the words of 
this strange ‘fable of an enchanted cock, a 
doddering king and.a capricious queen, was 
to. follow my usual custom.of reading the 
music “in my head,”’ memorising the rhythms, 
deciding upon tempi, and registering the 
values of the notes and rests exactly, particu- 
larly the rests; a silence is often much more 
important in building 7" effect than 4 tone 
itself. Then I began actual singing. As 
for the dramatic action, this was one réle 
where I had no need to spend sleepless nights 
over that. The singers are not visible in this 
ri the pantomime being done entirely by 
ancers. 


The Wrong Music. 


While the Golden Cock, or Coq d’Or, is the 
ean new operatic venture, it is 
Traviata that has brought me some of my 
most interesting experiences. It ‘was in 
Baltimore that the tenor who was singing 
Alfredo to my Violetta in this operatic version 
of Camille that particular night walked on the

was only one thing possible to do. I did it. 
I began singing his music, The result of this 
interesting change of rélee must have sounded 
interesting. A coloratura tenor and a tenor 
coloratura—I'd have walked miles to hear it 
myself. However, after a few minutes Alfredo 
woke up, and the idiotic expression that came 
over his face was worth waiting a life-time to 
see. When the curtain fell I don’t know 
which of us was the weaker from suppressed 
laughter. 
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course that my Caro Nome was encored every 
night. 

And to pile triumph upon success, I -vas 
paid for all this adulation—three hundred and 
fifty francs! Seventy dollars for the whole 
season of three months, November, December 
and January! I was paid where it is usual 
to finance one’s own début out of one’s own 
pocket! How superior I felt! The manage- 
ment even furnished my costumes, and al- 
though they may have lacked a certain 
sartorial exquisiteness, at least they were 
sweetly clean and new. Three hundred and 
fifty francs, and éncores every night! I was 
a prima donna at last.

Company told me a few weeks ago that its 
|best audiences by far were those of Cork, 
‘Dublin, and Belfast, and, strangely enough, 
he seemed to give first preference to Cork. 

Fifty or sixty years ago there was no doubt 
of Ireland's musical taste. All the best 
singers and players in the world visited our 
shores, and Dublin’s verdict was regarded 
generally as being authoritative. But that 
was before the American rag-time and jazz 
epidemic began to infect the theatres and 
concert halls of Europe. Before the war 
popular fancy was tickled by musical comedy, 
and the “ catchy ” tunes of Vienna banished 
for a while not only the classical cult of the 
concert chamber, but eveu the perennial craze 
for grand opera. The late Mr. George 
Edwardes did much to popularise music in 
these islands, but time alone will tell whether 
his influence was for better or for worse. 
There can be very little doubt, however, 
about what came after him. The war 
brought a régular orgy of bad music. The 
sentimental ballad was reduced to its lowest 
form, and the invasion of Europe by negroid 
influences resulted in that hectic period of 
post-war neurosis during which the merits of 
a musical composition seemed to be judged 
urely by the amount of horrid noises which 
it contained. 


The: Jazz Band. 


Ireland ‘fell for” the jazz band just as 
England did, and for a while one almost 
despaired of the future of music in our 
island. . But it was too bad to be 
permanent, and now, thank goodness, we have 
emerged from the darkness of that musical fog 
into the clear air of a healthy culture again. 
We are only at the begins.ng of our develop- 
ment as a musical nation, and a great re- 
sponsibility rests with those people whose 
business it is to promote the cause of music 
among us Se far as original work is con- 
cerned Ireland is almost virgin soil. There 
is any amount of latent talent, and there is no 
reason why a hundred years hence Ireland 
should not enjoy the same reputation for 
musical culture as, say, Poland enjoys to-day. 

Great artists are beginning to come back to 
us. Celebrity concerts are giving the people 
of Dublin and Belfast a chance of hearing the 
best works of the masters played and sung as 
perfectly as human beings can perform them. 
The Feis Ceol in Dublin, Sligo, and else- 
where is encouraging students to take music 
seriously, and the great success of this most 
admirable institution—which, incidentally, 
gave John MacCormack to the world—indicates 
that there is a brilliant future before Irish

In more than one sense the “house- 
warming ” of the British and Irish Steam- 
packet Company’s ‘‘ Lady Limerick ” 
marks a stage in the nation’s progress.

War Debts. 


A great deal of interest has been aroused 
in British financial circles by the negotia- 
tions in regard to the French debt to the 
United States. During the last few weeks 
M. Jusserand, the French Ambassador to 
Washington, has been consulting members 
of the American Government in connection 
with the funding of this debt, and he has 
been pressing very strongly for terms 
which, if they are granted, will be 
vastly more favourable than the terms 
that were accorded to England: The 
matter is rather serious. During the war 
Britain borrowed heavily from America, 
passing on the proceeds of her loans to 
France and the other Allies, and thus in- 
curring a huge debt on their behalf. Afte- 
the war Mr. Baldwin went to Washington, 
where he made 4 “gentleman's agree- 
ment ' with the Debt Funding Commis- 
sion. He undertook, in his capacity as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, to pay the 
whole British debt to the United States, 
principal and interest, in sixty-two years, 
paying interest for ten years at the rate 
of three per cent. and thereafter at the 
rate of three and a half per cent. It was 
@ purely voluntary arrangement on 
Britain’s part, and it imposed a huge 
annual burden on her already harassed 
taxpayers. Undoubtedly, there was an 
implicit undertaking that the United 
States would not give more favourable 
treatment to any of the other debtors. Now 
M. Jusserand suggests that the French 
debt shal] be funded over a period of 
eighty years, and that principal and 
interest shall be liquidated at the rate of 
two per cent, for ten years and thereafter 
at the rate of two and a half per cent. 
Furthermore, he proposes that there shall 
be no payment of principal for a period 
of five or ten years. 

Legally, of course, America can give 
to France any terms which she may choose. 
Indeed, she can cancel the debt altogether ; 
but she is under a moral obligation to 
accept no funding arrangement which would 
discriminate in any way against the British 
Government. Everybody recognises the 
almost hopeless muddle into which French 
finance has been allowed to drift. Ths

A Dublin Centenary 


Yesterday the Parish Church of Saint 
Stephen, in Upper Mounf street, Dublin, 
celebz-ted its one hundredth anniversary. 
During its century of life this church 
has become one of the most familiar land- 
marks in the City of Dublin, and has won 
a place in the hearts of a far wider com- 
munity than that of its own parishioners, 
for whom it has been the instrument of 
much excellent work. The Bishop of 
Ossory paid a tribute of praise to the 
traditions which have been established 
for Saint Stephen’s Church during the 
past hundred years. All who are con- 
nected with the church have good reason 
to be proud of the part which it has 
played, and is playing, in the greatest 
of all causes. During the past century 
the green-topped building in Upper 
Mount street—its three storeys are repro- 
ductions, . posed rather incongruously, 
of three famous works of Greek archi- 
tecture—has been a silent witness of many 
strange events and many great changes. 
History has been unfolded before its door. 
The neighbourhoed in which it is situated 
has lost much of its former dignity and 
wealth, but the church has continued to 
do the work for which it was intended with 
unbroken success. Its centenary celebra- 
tions draw attention to the fact that it is 
a link with a past which, though com- 
paratively recent, seems almost to be lost 
in the mists of time. When Saint 
Stephen's Church began its life and 
work the Marquis Wellesley was Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland. There is every 
reason for hope that the church will do 
its work for many years to come with as 
much credit as in the past century,

Madame Galli-Curci was no 
exception to this almost general rule, and she 
seemed to miss the atmosphere of “My 
Lovely Celia’’ and “The Pretty Creature.” 
A nightingale could not have warbled more 
sweetly, but there was something lacking— 
that indefinable charm which, for instance, 
makes Frieda Hempel’s singing of the 
Mozart Lullaby such a delightful ex- 
perience, or gives Kreisler such a hold 
upon his audiences. The Hugo Wolf song— 

erborgenheit—was better; but here, again, 
the ineffable melancholy of the poem lost 
something in the interpretation, and, again,

In her Italian songs Madame Galli-Curci, 
naturally, was far more in sympathy with her 
subjects. She rattled off Rossini’s Neapolitan 
Tarantella in the most joyous fashion, and 
ons of her encores, a trifle light as air, was 
ax gay as the lilt of a thrush. The Shadow 
Song from Meyerbeer’s Dinorah, of course, 
was in her Fach In this she was more 
accomplished than Frieda Hempel, who sang 
it when she was in Dublin, and both her in- 
tcnation and her phrasing were an improve- 
ment on most of the rest of the programme. 
Her we notes in this song were extra- 
ordinarily fine, and gave us a glimpse of the 
art which has made her remarkable reputation 
in the United States. Madame Galli-Curci 
vould be a wonderful Gilda, and if she had 
included more operatic numbers in her pro- 
gramme on Saturday the most fastidious critic 
rardly could have found fault with her. But 
what coe ee her, first, to sandwich a song 
like ‘‘Vale’’ between two lovely little ballads, 
and then to sing ** Just a Song at Twilight” 
us an encore? “ Vale” is one of the deariest 
of all our sentimental ballads—and that is 
saying a great deal, and, as for the song at 
twilig t—the less said about that the better. 


Of the other songs, the Fourdain “ // 
Neige des Fleurs” was sung with consider- 
able taste, and seemed to suit Madame Galli- 
Curci, The Hymn to the Sun, from Rimsky 
Korsakoff’s ‘‘ Cog d’Or, also showed sym- 
pathy and feeling, but the Russian genius is 
a> elusive as the English, and as distinctive, 
with the result that none but the very greatest 
artist seems to be able to capture it. When 
Madame Galli-Curci comes to Dublin again— 
and certainly the enthusiasm of her audience 
on Saturday ought to encourage her early 
return—one hopes that she will choose a 
‘rogramme which will give us a chance cf 

earing her glorious voice at its best, for 
its best must excellent, indeed.

Anglo-French Relations. 


Mr. Austen Chamberlain’s meeting with 
M. Herriot must be regarded as very suc- 
cessful. The French Press is unanimous 
in believing that the relations between the 
two countries are as friendly now as ever 
they have been. A general note of 
optimism prevails, and it is hoped that, 
through a better understanding of each 
other, England and France will be able 
to settle smoothly the important questions 
of the future. Meanwhile, the Foreign 
Secretary has arrived in Rome, where he 
has been cordially welcomed, since it is 
considered there that his visit is a recogni. 
tion of Signor Mussolini’s foreign policy. 
Mr. Chamberlain was to meet Signor 
Mussolini to-day. He will return to Enz- 
land in time for the foreign debate in the 
House of Commons to-morrow week. 


Ruamoured Plots. 


The air is full of plots and rumours of 
plots. The assassination of Sir Lee Stack 
was followed by the report that Lord 
Allenby’s life was threatened. A hint 
from ‘the authorities in Egypt resulted in 
Cabinet Ministers and other important 
personages over here being shadowed by 
armed guards. France is now very much 
alarm over a sup revolutionary 
coup, which is expected to take place this 
month. The success of og British action 
in Egypt has been noted by the French 
Government, which is busily engage‘ 
in rounding up Communist suspects. 
Evidently our nearest neighbour is going 
to stand no nonsense from the forces who 
attack law and order. 


Police Precauticns. 


Since the communication from Egypt 
received in London on Friday concernine 
the safety of Ministers, another hai 
arrived from Lord Allenby, with ths 
result that a most careful watch will he 
kept on the Royal palaces. Special police 
have been sent to Sandringham, and the 
police guards at Buckingham Palace and 
St. James’s Palace have been augmented. 
There will be no difficulty in augmenting 
the strength of the branch of the London 
police force charged with the duty of pro- 
tecting holders of Ministerial posts. Th: 
men who were specially enrolled at th 
time of the Sinn Fein trouble are still in 
the force. Many of them are ex-officer 
of the Navy, Army, or Royal Air Force 
and after a short probationary period i) 
the uniformed :anks they were placed o1 
private clothes duty at the House 0! 
Commons and in Government buildings. 
When the danger in London passed away 
the men were sent to various divisions In 
London, and have been performing ordinary 
constabulary duties since, Scotland Yard, 
no doubt, has a complete register of their 
present whereabouts, and it will be possible 
to post them for special duties without a 
moment’s delay should the necessity arise. 


The Alien Probiem. 


It is the intention of the Government 
here to take action with ard to the 
alien problem. The number of foreigners, 
not always of the most desirable type, 
who have entered this country during the 
past few years reaches a large total. In 
the Labour market these men are dis- 
placing many British workers, and there 
are several industries in London where 
the foreign element predominates. The 
industrial aspect of the problem was 
serious, and the political aspect is no less 
disturbing; for anti-British propaganda 
is largely carried on by aliens. Those whc 
have hitherto preached Bolshevism ara 
taking up the anti-British case of the 
Egyptian extremists.

M. HERRIOT’S SPEECH. 


WHY POLICE ACTION WAS 
TAKEN.

PARIS, Sunday. 

Whipped to energetic action by the 
growing menace of the Bolshevist spectre, 
the French Government yesterday began 
a drastic offensive against the generators 
of social chaos in its domain. 

While Premier Herriot, at a stormy 
meeting of th» Chamber of Deputies, 
hurled defiance at Communist aggressive- 
ness, and outlined the Government’s firm 
policy at maintaining peace, the polica, 
under the. orders of the Minister of the 
Interior, made a number of raids on a 
large scale, especially at Bobigny, Pantin, 
and other centres of Red propaganda, 
more than two hundred men taking part 
in the operations. Many arrests have been 
made. 

The cumulative condition of Communis? 
aggressiveness, which took its point of de- 
parture from the arrival here of Ambassa- 
dor Krassin and ex-Captain Jacques 
Sadoul, found its reflex in the issue of 
wholesale orders for expulsions of aliens 
who were ‘ound to be especially active in 
the Red process of “ boring from. within.” 

By an overwhelming vote of 325 to 26, 
the Chamber yesterday rejected an inter- 
pellation on recent strike events at 
Douarnene, which had been submitted by 
M. Cachin, Communist deputy. 

“This Communist agitation is exploited 
against our country, even im _ foreign 
countries,” M. Herriot stated, in a dramatic 
speech before the Chamber. ‘“‘ The Govern- 
ment, in the face of this provocation, will not 
lose its balance, it will not become agitated 
by melodramatic menaces, but the Kuno 
people of France have a right to feel | - 
selves protected. The Government will do 
its duty, hour by hour: as it defends the 
Republic against the peril from the Right, it 
will defend it against the revolutionary 
danger.” 

The raids in the populous suburbs were 
carried out with the utmost secrecy. Early 
yesterday morning feverish activity developed 


at the Police Prefecture and General Detec- |: 


tive Headquarters. Following an important 
conference between Prefect of Police Morain 
and the chiefs of his various sections yester- 
dav, the order for the march against the Reds 
was given 

Shortly after midday 150 police inspectors 
and officers, accompanied by a number of 
men from other offices, were mobilised in the 
Court of the Prefecture. : 

Just after two o'clock they left the city 
in motor vehicles, proceeding at a rapid rate 
to the suburbs. 

One of the biggest of the raids was on 
the Communist School for Propaganda, 
situated in the Salle Jean-Jaures, Rue Quetel 
Bobigny, a suburb of Paris. 

Descending en masse, the police surprised 
52 pupils of Leninism, ranging in age from 
20 to 40 years, during a lesson. So rapid 
was the raid that not one of the pupils was 
able to escape. 

They were immediately lined up and 
searched. There were several Belgians, Swiss 
and Italians, who were immediately arrested. 
A Frenchman who was found with a revolver 
also was taken. The school was well organised. 
Besides a large class-room there is a mixed 
sleeping room. i 

It is EC” s"y out that yesterday’s raids 
were only the prelude to a series of big 
operations within the next few days, for 
which the plans have been worked out by M. 
Chiappe, Director of the Búreté Générale. - 

These raids will be made, nov only in Paris 
and the vicinity, but throughout the principal 
cities of France, where the Communist menace 
seems especially imminent. 

The Communist peril has emerged with 
terrific intensity during the last few weeks, 
and political and Parliamentary circles took 
notice ot the wave of Red propaganda that 
has :been flooding the country with growing 
insolence. 

Pronounced police activity is again in 
evidence to-day, and reports from Communist 
centres all over the country suggest general 
evidence that the Communists everywhere are 
‘‘on the run.’

FRENCH INCOME TAX. 


REVISED RATES. ADOPTED. 

. PARIS, Saturday. 

The Finance Committee of the Chamber 
has adopted a new scale of income tax, 
abolishing the double decime limiti the 
highest point of the scale to 50 per cent., and 
withdrawing the right to deduct income tax 
paid the previous year from the total taxable 
income. Incomes up to 7,000 francs pee 08 
are not taxed; neither are the first 7,000 
francs of any income subject to tax. The 
scale of taxation has been fixed as follows:— 

1. Taxable revenue up to 10,000 francs, 
2 per cent. 

Taxable revenue, from 10,000 francs to 
100,000 francs, from 2 per cent. to 11 per cent., 
the increase being at the rate of 1 franc per 
10,000 frances. 

3. Taxable revenue, from 100,000 francs to 
500,000 francs, from 11 per cent. to 26 per 
cent., with an increase of 75 centimes per 
20.000 francs. 

4. Taxable revenue above 500,000 francs, 
from 26 per cent. to 44 
increase of 75 centimes fra 

The rates established for the last two cate- 
gories, however, will be applicable only 
when the total income tax returns from the 
preceding year amount to five milliard francs. 
When the total falls below this amount the 
rates will be from 11 per cent. to 31 per cent., 
and from ól per cent. to 50 per cent.— 
(Reuter.)

The first results of the German elections 
foreshadow the defeat of the Junkers. The 
full results of the polling yesterday were 
announced last night and seem to indicate 
that Germany wishes for a continuation 
of the policy of conciliation and fulfil- 
ment of her obligations under the Treaty 
of Versailles hitherto followed by the 
present Government under the leadership 
of Dr. Marx and Herr Stresemann, and 
has no desire to place her fate in the 
bands of Nationalists and Monarchists, 
like Admiral Von Tirpitz, Herr Hergt and 
Count Westarp, whose policy is one of 
hostility to the Treaty of Versailles and 
the Dawes scheme. 

From an early hour yesterday (says 
Reuter) motor lorries carrying Monarchist 
or Republican flags were dashing through 
the streets of Berlin, scattering election 
pamphlets and leaflets, littered roads and 
pavements last night. 

Bands also paraded the streets in an 
effort to rouse voters to do their duty. It 
was noticed that women appeared in large 
numbers at the polling booths.

Germany is voting to-day for a Monarchy 
or a Republic. Twenty-five millions, out 
of a total of thirty-eight millions, of men 
and women entitled to vote are expected 
to record their decisions at the polling 
booths to-day, after a stormy election cam- 
paign. 

The bulk of the results will not be 
known until to-morrow, as the German 
voting and counting system is somewhat 
complicated. The three Republican parties 
—namely, the Democratic, the Social 
Democratic, and the Catholic—are con- 
fident, nevertheless, that they will not only 
maintain their full strength, but gain at 
least a score of seats. 

In fact, the parties forming the present 
Government, which is a minority Govern- 
ment, are hopeful that their gain will 
make possible the first Republican 
majority Government since 1919. 

Everybody agrees that the Communist 
Party will lose heavily. Moscow failed 
to send funds for the Communists’ election 
campaign this time, and the Dawes plan, 
placing Germany on its feet and providing 
work for most of the working men with

have communicated the above to the Irish 
Claims Compensation Association, ar.) am 
distributing similar statements of facts in 
various other quarters where they will be 
appreciated. 

t seems to me that, after the promise of 
the British Government to see that adequate 
compensation was given by the Free State, it 
is an insult to offer ridiculously small and in- 
adequate sums. It is nothing short of flouting 
England and laughing at her Government. 
My own idea is that the British Government 
should take an equitable view of the case, 
determine on a fair compensation, and pay 
us Southern loyalists in cash, which could be 
repaid by Ireland over a long term (say, sixty 
years). This method of repayment was 
adopted when the land was transferred from 
the Irish landlords to the tenants, and I 
believe it is working well. 

_ To base compensation on “market value” 
is to rush into a veritable fravesty of justice; 
for, as we have seen in Ireland, the country 
was allowed to slip into a state of anarchy, 
and '' market value’’ was reduced to very 
near zero, since no one wanted to live in a 
lawless place. Take a parallel case. A man 
Owns a roomful of valuable furniture on 
which he to raise money, and the 
authorities, to whom he pays taxes for pro- 
tection, fail in their duty and the furniture is 
broken up. Those authorities can hardly in- 
form him that the market value of his 
property has gone down to zero; and that. 
though sorry for him, they cannot help him.

AN APPRECIATION. 


The name of the Rev. T. T. Gray is 
familiar as a household word to everyone who 
in the last seventy years has had any associa- 
tion with the life of Trinity College, Dublin, 
states T'he Times. For several generations, 
though little known outside its walls, Mr. 
Gray exercised there the most beneficent and 
inspiring influence. Mr. Gray lived for the 
College, and it was solely in what he believed 
to be the interests of Trinity that he objected 
to.the adoption of Sir Edward Carson as 
Parliamentary candidate in 1892. In matters 
of finance and administration his advice and 
assistance were regarded as of the greatest 
value. 

He was the last survivor of the old type 
of Fellows of Trinity, or, as they were termed, 
‘the clergymen of College” He had an en- 
cyclopedic memory, recalling names, dates 
and all relevant details with meticulous ac- 
curacy He preserved his splendid intel- 
lectual faculties till the last. Moreover, he 
was a wonderful raconteur, and was able to 
entrance his friends by his graphic descrip- 
tions of men and things. He won the affec- 
tion of everyone who ever came, however 
casually, in contact with him in Trinity 
College. Unfortunately, he left no written 
evidence of the vast learning of which he was 
a master. He will, however, live in the 
memory of those who knew him as one who 
attained the blessedness of the pure in heart.

BLAMED FOR SUDAN MUTINY.

Confidence in the future of the Free 
State was the keynote of speeches which 
were delivered in Dublin last Saturday 
afternoon at a luncheon given by the 
British and Irish Steampacket Company 
after a trip in the bay of the latest 
addition to their fleet of steamers. Lord 
Glenavy declared that the country owed 
a deep debt of gratitude to the Free State 


success with which they had steered the 
Free State ship during the past three 
years, and that all that was wanted of 
them was that they should come into the 
open as an independent and self-governing 
Dominion of the British Empire. 

The new steamer, the Lady Limerick, 
took two hundred of the leading citizene 
for a trip im Dublin Bay. She is oil- 
driven, and marks a great improvement 
in the type of steamer engaged on the 
passenger service between England and 
Ireland. With her the directors of the 
British and Irish Company aim at attract- 
ing people to the longer sea route to 
Liverpoo!, and the steamer has been con- 
structed for comfort. She has accommoda- 
tion for over 400 passengers, which 
includes 42 single-berth ‘cabins. . The 
lounge on the promenade deck forward, 
which is furnished in the Tudor style, is 
a handsome apartment, as is the separate 
sitting-room for ladies, The steamer is 
heated throughout, and every cabin has 
an open wash basin, with hot and cold 
water laid on All who have crossed in 
the steamer to and from Liverpool praise 
her behaviour in bad weather. 


THE LUNCHEON. 


IMPROVED TRANSPORT. 


Senator James Moran, Chairman of the Irish 
Board of Directors of the company, presided 
at a luncheon after the return of the steamer 
to her berth at the North Wall. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘The Governor- 
General and the Prosperity of the Irish Free 
State,” he said that no country nowadays 
could be prosperous without proper transport 
facilities, and the British and Irish Company 
were determined that nothing sh®uld be want- 
ing to make their service up-to-date. In the 
Lady Limerick they had set a standard that 
Dublin might be proud of, and she was only 
an instalment of what they proposed to do in 
the future. 

Sir Thomas Myles seconded the toast, and 
said that he was glad to see flying that day 
the flag of the Empire, a feature which was 
absent trons Dublin gatherings for many years. 
They were now citizens of a Dominion within 
that great Empire, and they had not the 
slightest intention of ever quitting it. (Ap- 
planse.) The British and Irish Company was 
a great bond of union with that Empire, on 
which Ireland depended for its very existence. 
Ninety-five per cent. of their exports went to 
England, and, that being so, they were not 
going to bite off their noses to spite their 
faces by breaking away from the Empire. 


Parliament she had a remedy should there be 
any attempt on the part of British railways te 
overcharge the Irish railways. Now they had 
no such protection, and were entirely depen- 
dent on the good-will of the London, Midland 
and Scottish Company. which controlled prac: 
tically all the British ports for Irish trade. 
The country should recognise that fact and 
what it meant for their one great industry— 
that of farming. If the Irish farmer was not 
prosperous the country could not be prosperous, 
Neither could the surgeons be prosperous. 
(Laughter.) When the former was prosperous 
the banks of the Ward brought the surgeons 
many a good broken leg and the stone walls 
of Galway many a broken skull. (Laughter.) 


RAILWAY RATES. 


The Governor-General, replying to the toast, 
said that the day was the second anniversary ol 
his having been sworn into his present office. 
Two years before that the building in which 
they were gathered together was burned t 
the ground. The trip they had all enjoyed it 
Dublin Bay on one of the best-found ships 
that a passenger could wish to travel on 
proved that in the two years some progress t 
the days of peace and prosperity had beer 
achieved.
